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P Al’LETT E 
G ODDARD 
has been the 
subj ect of more 
published specu- 
lation than is writ- 
ten about most 
film folk, but still 
remains a woman 
of mystery. Nearly 
always ready with 
a quip, she is the 
newspaperman's 
delight and no 
matter how many 
other reporters she has seen, manages to come up 
with a story, 

During the filming of "The Torch.” her latest 
Eagle Lion release in which she co-stars with Pedro 
Armendariz, a interviewer asked Miss Goddard; 
"Tell me, what sort of person are you?" 

To which Paulette replied; "I can't tell you in 
five minutes what some people have spent 15 years 
trying to learn." 

Miss Goddard believes a part of her life is pub- 
lic property, but beyond a certain point she draws 
the veil. Charles Chaplin gave her a fling at star- 
dom in "Modern Times," filmed in 1935. Prior to 
that she had cavorted before a camera as one of 
Samuel Goldwyn s chorines in "Kid From Spain.” 
Hal Roach had been her first flicker boss. 

Ziegfeld sat her on a cardboard moon in "Rio 
Rita when she was 14. Archie Selwyn, then one of 
Gotham's top producers, saw Paulette seated on 
Ziegfeld’s cardboard moon and cast her as lead in 
"The Conquering Male." 

Blessed with a pleasantly fat hank reserve, Paul- 
ette was able to eat regularly while awaiting her . 
screen break. Her expensive clothes and slinky 
Duesenberg gave rise to rumors she was an eastern 
heiress. Producers, however, weren't interested in 
an heiress whom they figured wanted a screen career 
merely as a passing lark. They had no intentions 
of building her to stardom — only to have her retire 
to the ranch she reportedly owned in Texas. 

So Paulette put her car on blocks and- went job 
hunting in earnest. First came the Roach episode, 
then the spot with Eddie Cantor in "Kid From 
Spain." At that time Chaplin was searching for a 
new comer to play opposite him "Modern Times." 
Paulette clipped together her footage from the 
Roach and Cantor films, showed it to Chaplin as a 



screen test, and got the job. She's been a star c^'er 
since. 

Chaplin s picture was two years in the making — 
two years filled with press ballyhoo and a publicity 
lease, Paulette started sending postcards to Cecil B. 
DcMille asking when he was going to avail himself 
of her mammoth talent. DcMille admired the girl's 
crust— but Chaplin lent her to David O. Sdznick 
for her first speaking role ("Modern Times" had 
been a silent) in "The Young' in Heart." Metro 
borrowed her next for "Dramatic School" with 
Luise Rainer. Goddard was very much a marquee 
name, by now. 

Paulette will tell you frankly her greatest dis- 
appointment was being dropped from the cast of 
"Gone With the Wind." She was first annocncei 
as Scarlett, but the production was postponed and 
finally 'Vivien Leigh replaced Paulette. 

About this time, Paramount signed a yocng 
comedian named Bob Hope and Paulette was Sor- 
rowed for the lead in ' The Cat and the Canarr. 
The duo clicked, and again the studio teamed tbm 
in "The Ghost Breakers." By this time Paulerre s 
contract with Selznick had ended and Paramocn; 
put her on its star roster. 

Despite a crowded schedule, she had never gi'cn 
up hope of working with DeMille. The oppor- 
tunity came soon after she joined Paramount. CB ' 
w'as preparing to film "North West Mounted Po- 
lice" with Gary Cooper as a heroic man-hunter. 
Top female character was a halfbreed named Lou- 
vette — and Paulette set her heart on the role. She 
got a script, memorized her part,, had herself made 
up and costumed as the halfbreed — and invaded 
DcMille's inner sanctum. 

She came out an hour later, victorious. 

Since then, "CB" and "PG" have worked to- 
gether on two other hits, "Reap the Wild Wmd" 
and "Unconquered. " 

So much for Miss Goddard’s cinematic history, 

The lady herself is more complex. Shrewdness is 
perhaps the outstanding characteristic in her make- 
up, and she drives a hard bargain. She is restless 
and must keep on the move. Within one year she 
visited Paris six times, spent six months in London, 
several weeks in New York, toured eight European 
nations and then went to Hollywood to make a 
movie, She maintains a three-room apartment in 
Los Angeles, Paulette says she has no longing for 
a career in the theatre. 

She speaks French fluently, prefers sable to mink 
— and loves jewels. Her collection of gems is val- 
ued at over $200,000.

GEORGE SANDERS 
A MAN OF DISTINCTION

Sanders is very much an Englishman, though 
born in St. Petersburg, Russia, July 3, 1906. The 
protection of the British embassy made him a Brit- 
ish subject. His father, George .Sanders, Sr., was in 
business in Russia as a successful rope manufacturer. 
His mother, Margaret Kolbe Sanders, was a very 
fine horticulturist in England, but had given it up 
to be with her husband in Russia. Later she was to 
win fame by twice winning national priaes for her 
flowers and beehives. 



When the war came, the Sanders escaped to Eng- 
land. Back in England, his family settled down to 
a more normal life and to raising George as an 
Englishman. George attended Dunhurst and Bed- 
ales schools and went through Brighton College. 
Born into a bilingual home, where English and 
Russian were spoken with equal ease, George found 
that languages came easily to him. He also learned 
French, German, and Spanish, made extensive visits 
to countries which speak these languages and today 
speaks them all. 

During his school days, George was an outstand- 
ing athlete. His height and weight — he stands six 
feet three, and weighs 215 pounds, was greatly to 
his advantage. He became inter-scholastic champion 
in boxing, and topped a swimming career by sav- 
ing a man from drowning in the Thames. For this 
he was awarded a medal by the British Humane 
Society. 

Acting was the furthest thing from his thought. 
He was greatly interested in the technological as- 
pects of industry and wanted to become a scientist.. 
By the time he graduated college, he had already 
patented three inventions — water- devices for swim- 
ming toys. 

Because of this bent, he went to Manchester 
Technical School where he specialized in textiles, 
later going into the textile business. He was en- 
gaged •" technical textile research when, through 
a frien< Graeme Ogden, he heard of an oppor- 



tunity in South America. With Ogden he went 
to Argentina and Brazil where they experimented 
with a tobacco venture. It might have gone very 
well and Sanders might never have given a thought 
to acting for the rest of his life had not the depres- 
sion come along at this time. 

Returning to England, George found himself at 
loose ends. It was no use going into any sort of 
business, and jobs just weren't to be had. An uncle 
who had been in opera suggested that George take 
up singing on the stage as a career. George thought 
it was a good idea, despite the fact that he couldn't 
sing a note. He had a very fine musical back- 
ground. Besides being able to play the piano, he 
was adept on the guitar and saxophone, and during 
his college days had organized a dance orchestra 
of his own. George spent six months cultivating 
his voice. 

One night, while singing at a party he was 
offered a bit, by a producer present, in a musical 
revue called "Ballyhoo." In this show Sanders 
sang, and was part of a three-piece piano act. 

From this bit, he progressed quickly, playing on 
the stage with Edna Best in "Further Horizen” and 
then with Denis King in "The Command Perform- 
ance. He understudied Noel Coward in "Conver- 
sation Piece" as well as playing a part. 

The British movie industry began to boom, and 
George soon shifted his activities to this field. His 
first picture work was in "Strange Cargo” for Bri- 
tish Dominion Studios. He was a brief flash as a 
Greek god in "The Man Who Could Work Mir- 
acles,” in which Roland Young was starred. His 
last English pictures were "Find the Lady” and 
Dishonor Bright.” 

There was an offer for George to go to Holly- 
wood. Ordinarily he would not have accepted it, as 
he was doing well in England, but he did on a 
hunch. 

His first role was as Madeleine Carroll's villain- 
ous husband in "Lloyds of London,” the 20th 
Century-Fox picture which marked the beginning 
of Tyrone Power's starring career. Not only did 
Tyrone do well as a result of this picture, but 
George Sanders made such a hit that he was in- 
stantly signed to a long term contract. 

Sanders has no hankering to give up acting, but 
wouldn’t mind going in for radio work. While in 
England he. appeared on forty-five broadcasts, and 
in 1932 was one of the first to sing on Television. 

He lives very quietly in Hollywood — has a few 
friends and dislikes parties and night clubs. Above 
everything else he likes to sleep, and would spend 
20 hours a day in bed if he were given a chance. 
He misses the European vacation idea which con- 
sists of bicycling through foreign countries.
